l. Office of Data Processing is involved in the production and 
distribution of audio-visual materials in three major ways: 


a. Purchase, implementation, and maintenance of 
; graphics production hardware and software. 


b. Purchase or creation of data processing 
training video tapes. 


c. Support to development of, or production by, 
software systems in the form of briefing or 
documentation materials, or visual record of 
production. 


2. j%<In the area of graphics production, ODP supports the audio- 
visual requirements of the Agency via the DISSPLA/TELL-A-GRAF software 
in the Ruffing Center. Hardcopy output in a production mode can be 
obtained from the Tektronix 4631 hardcopy unit, the Hewlett-Packard 
7221 desk top plotter, and the Versatec 1200A raster plotter. Cur- 
rently under development is an interface to P&PD's DICOMED D148C com- 
puter-output microfiche recorder which provides 35mm slides. Mainte- 
nance for DISSPLA/TELL-A-GRAF costs $8,800 per year. Also, a new 
initiative to provide "graphic designer quality" predefined chart for- 
mats to VM users via a software package called the Extendable Chart- 
maker costs $30,000 per year. 


3. In the areas of training, ODP maintains a video production 
capability mainly utilized to video tape live classroom presentations. 
These tapes are incorporated into the Agency-wide self-study program 
which is administered at the Headquarters Media Center. The estimated 
FY 82 expenses for production and distribution activities is $15,000, 
which 1s included in appropriate §.0.C.s within the overall training 
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budget. Additionally, we anticipate spending approximately $25,000 
for rental and/or purchase of video self-study courses. 


4. The final area of support to development of, or production 
by, software systems is generally characterized by a very large number 
of instances of creation of transparencies, slides or paper copy for 
briefings or documentation. The expenses for this production are 
mainly borne by OL/P&PD in its support role to the CIA. Costs for 
this production by Applications are diffused throughout the normal 
development and maintenance costs of the hundreds of projects per- 
formed upon each year. Applications does support visual record pro- 
duction from the CAMS system, but the funding for this production is 
contained in OGSR's budget in support of COMIREX.
